Car Parked in Downtown 
Street Is Scene of 
Fatal Shobtting. 


BOTH VICTIMS DEAD 


Francis Osterman Had Driven 
Verna M. Poe to Store 
for Shopping. 


Before the startled eyes of several 
hundred shoppers yesterday afternoon, 
Francis Osterman, 37 years old, 1339 
Maple. View avenue southeast, shot and 
killed his fiancee, Miss Verna M. Poe, 
25 years old, 1101 Massachusetts avenue 
northwest, and then committed suicide 
“in his aytomobile at Eighth and D 
streets northwest. 

Four shots. were fired from a .32- 
caliber pistol by Osterman. Two of 
them struck Miss Poe in the left temple, 
one. pierced Osterman’s forehead and 
the other went through the top of the 
automobile, Both Miss Poe and Oster- 
man were pronounced dead by Dr. A. 
E. Preece. when they arrived at 
Emergency Hospital. 

The tragetly, which occurred at 4:30 
o’clock, followed a brief but violent 
argument, according to witnesses 
Osterman parked his automobile in 
front of a store shortly after 4 o’clock 
and Miss Poe alighted and went into 
the store to purchase some cosmetics. 
Policeman R. E. Davis, of the First 
Precinct who saw the couple drive up 
to the store, said that they appeared to 
be in good spirits and that while Miss 
Poe was shopping Osterman waited pa- 
tiently and did not. seem to be angry. 

“Shots Terminate Argument. 


When Miss Poe.returned to the auto- 
mobile after completing her shopping 
‘she ‘sat in the front. seat of the car be- 
side Osterman and they began talking. 
After a few moments, according ‘to pas- 
sers by, the pair became involved in an 
argument and both seemed ‘to .grow 
angry. 

Eighth street by this time was 
their way home, Witnesses said that 
Osterman drew the pistol from his 
‘pocket, placed it against Miss Poe’s 
temple and. pulled: the trigger three 
times. One of.the cartridges failed to 
explode, Miss Poe slumped in her seat 
without making an outcry. 

Before any one in the startled crowd 
realized what had Lappened or made a 


“fmove toward the car Osterman placed 


the pistol against his forehead and fired 
twice. The first bullet struck him and 
the second shot, which went wild. was 
fired as he slumped across the steering 
wheel, 

Policeman Davis, who, when the 
shooting occurred, was at Eighth street 
and Market space, ran toward the 
car and was one of the first persons to 
reach it. He placed the unconscious 
forms of Osterman and Miss Poe in an 
automobile driven by I. H. Ward, jr., 
attached to the House of Detention, 
who was waiting for Mrs. Mina Van 
Winkle. The couple died in the auto- 
mobile en route to the hospital. 

Osterman left his home shortly after 
noon after telling his mother he was 
going downtown to pay their telephone 
bill.. -He met liiss Poe at the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing and they 
drove to the store she wished to visit. 

Couple Friends Five Years. 

“The couple met at the bureau five 
years ago. Osterman was employed 
there as a plate printer. They saw

A lone robber late yesterday after- 
noon “stuck up” the Piggly Wiggly 
store at 1622 H street northwest, robbed 
the cash register of approximately $180, 
forced a clerk to lie prostrate on the 
floor after carefully locking him in and 
calmly made his escape, unmindful of 
several scores of persons waiting for 
street cars only a few feet away.

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FIVE.ARE FOUND GUILTY 
IN FILM AGTOR'S DEATH 


Manslaughter Verdict Based 
on Grounds That Party Was 
Itself Uniawful. 


MRS. KERRICK UNMOVED 


Los Angeles, Calif., May. 24 (By A. P.). 
Mrs. Sarah Kerrick and four others were 
found guilty of manslaughter here late 
today for the killing of ‘Tom’ Kerritk, 
motion picture actor, at a drinking 
party at Hollywood. 

Judge Carlos ,Hardy. told the jury in 
his instructions that if they found that 
the defendants had unlawfully gathered 
at the Kerrick flat for the party, dur- 
fhe which the actor was shot, they 
should return a verdict of . man- 
slaughter. 

Those convicted besides the widow 
of the slain cowboy-actor were Anita 
Davis, Iris Burns and Henry Isabell, 
motion picture extras, and Joe Hunt, 
Arizona cowboy, all of whom were 
members of the “moonshine”. party. at 
the Kerrick home> “which the ‘police. 
characterized as one of the: wildest ever 
to come to their attention. 

Mrs. Kerrick, whose testimony in her 
own defense was marked by-hysterical 
fits of weeping, evinced little emotion 
when the verdict was announced. Sen- 
tence. will be pronounced. Friday. 

The trial of the quintet, each mem- 
ber of which attempted: to throw the 
blame for the shooting on another, was 
unusual in that defense attorneys, 
through cross-examination;. conducted 
‘almost wholly the prosecution’s case. 

Kerrick was’ shot to death early on 
the merning of April 9 in his Holly- 
wood flat. Miss Davis declared on the 
witness stand that the widow of the 
film “two-gun” Western player had 
killed her husband in a jealous rage 
when he accepted a drink of _liquor 
from the hand of: Miss Burns rather 
than the cup of coffee proffered by his 
wife.

PARTS OF 5 PARISHES 
WILL BE INUNDATED 


Résidents Warned to Evacu- 
ate Area; Six Large Towns 
Are Menaced. 


New Orleans, May 24 (By A. P.).— 
The last dry land between levees of ths 
Mississippi and rolling highlands be- 


yond the west banks of the Atchafalaya | 


was Vanishing tonight as water streamed 
through a rent in the dikes at McCrea. 
on the east bank of the Atchafalaya, to 
form a solid sheet of water almost 50 
Miles wide. 

Before the flood waters have vanished 
into the Gulf of Mexico they will have 
cut a path 50 miles wide and 200 miles 
long from the Arkansas border to the 
Gulf. 

Five additional parishes, with an area 
of 1,100,000 acres, and the homes of 
80,000 people were thrown open to in- 
vasion by the inland sea when the river 
tore aside the protecton barriers at 
McCrea and spread over the lowlands 
of Pointe Coupee Parish. 

Large portions of thirteen parishes in 
northeastern Louisiana still were under 


water as the flood moved down upon 
the south central Louisiana “sugar 
bowl,” through a torn levee line along 
Bayou des glaises and at Melville, on 
the west banks of the Atchafalaya and 
striking into new territory in the Atcha- 
falaya Basin through the McCrea 
crevasse. 


Five Parishes Evacuated. 


The evacuation of five parishes added 
to the flood’s conquest began several 
days ago when John M. Parker, flood 
relief dictator, warned residents ait 
Pointe Coupee Parish, in which the 
break occurred, that such was the 
volume of water in the Tensas Basin 
that the levee line could not be held 
intact.. He urged that women and chil- 
dren be sent out of the parishes. 

A desperate fight had been kept up 
by more than 2,000 men as the river 
tore at the embankments. 

A new sandbag dike had been built 
behind the crumbling old levee line. 
Throughout the night the current bat- 
tered the banks with swift blows as the 
water raced southward to stream 
through the Melville crevasse. Early 
today there were indications that the 
line might fall. Workmen assembled 
on the levees. There was but a feeble 
splash, barely audible above the roar of 
the river, as the first sand bags dropped 
into the water near the center of the 
new line and the stream trickled 
through. Then other sections of the 
embankment crumbled and with a roar 
the river broke into the lowlands. 


Workmen Are Rescued. 


Boats already had been assembled in 
anticipation of the break and workmen 
were taken off promptly. Other boats 
were assigned to the vicinity from the 
Old River sector and relief work started 
' Immediately. 

Late today the water had torn a 
breach more than 1,000 feet wide 
through the levee line. Weather Bu- 
reau bulletins said that the greater por- 
tions of Pointe Coupee, West Baton 
Rouge, Iberville and Assumption par- 
ishes would be flooded, the eastern ex- 
tremity of the lake extending to Bayou 
La Fourche and covering a portion of 
La Fourche parish. 

Residents of the threatened territory 
were warned by Mr. Parker today to 
abandon their homes. A half dozen 
large towns and a score of smaller ones 
are in the path of the flood and tele- 
graphic warnings were broadcast 
through the area. New Roads, Donald- 
sonville, Plaquemines, Thibodaux, 
White Castle, Napoleonville and Houma 
are among the towns in the district. 

The water was not expected to reach 
New Roads before tomorrow.

“The President can find in the can- 
yon walls the fossil remains of giant

years. He can also see the pit from 
which was yielded the tooth that de- 
notes the presence of man among 
those animals. ; 

“No other region in the world pre- 
sents such 9 variety of flowers as fiour- 
ish in the Black Hills.

Under 
the looming cliff; or below the clump 
of ash, aspen, or willow, he will find 
many a quiet.pool in which lurk the 
finest of trout, with now and _ then 
bass,, If it is fishing he wants, 
the Black Hills afford it. He may see, 
but not molest, deer and antelope, bi- 
son, and, if he watches closely, a bear 
or, maybe, a mountain lion.”

Consul First Takes Note of 
Lindbergh to Family 
of Capt. Coli.

Paris, May 24.—I carried a message 
from Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh to old 
Mme. Nungesser today. Lindbergh’s 
mother, reading the account of the 
touching meeting between the heart- 
broken French woman and the boy who 
did what Charles Nungesser apparently 
lost his life trying to do, cabled her 
sympathy. It read: 


“Throughout my son's flight my 
thoughts were increasingly with you. I 
extend my sympathy as only a mother 
can feel. I, too, share your hope that 
he will be found. 

“MOTHER LINDBERGH.” 


I climbed the six flights c* musty 
stairs. Mme. Nungesser came to the 
door, red-eyed and looking very tired 
and twenty years older than on a cer- 
tain Monday two weeks ago when the 
Paris papers said her Charles had land- 
ed at the foot of the Statue of Liberty. 

I gave her Mrs. Lindbergh’s’ cable, 
with a French translation attached. 
She fumbled for her glasses, set them 
carefully on her nose, and read. 


Pleased by Attention. 


“That is very nice, very nice of her, 
indeed,”’ ske said. “This Mme. Lind- 
bergh must be a person with distin- 
guished sentiments. Fancy that, ca- 
bling me all that distance. Her son is 
very nice, too. He is. fine and hand- 
some, but I was so surprised, for -he is 
only a petit garcon, a grand petit 
garcon (only a little boy, but such a 
big little boy). But he has a great, 
great heart. When he kissed me Il 
cried as I am doing now, monsieur. 
My Charles always said: ‘I think your 
heart sheds tears, mama, when your 
head wills otherwise, for you some- 
times seem not to realize that your 
eyes are weeping.’ 

“It is like that, monsieur.. It has 
been more like teat of late, for as I 
tell you, I have got such confidence in 
Charles. I know he is alive somewhere. 
But I must answer this gentille dame.” 

I offered to send the message, so 
Mme. Nungesser composed herself and 
dictated the following message: 

“Mother Lindbergh: I was overjoyed 
to be able to receive your dear son. I 
embraced him, thinking all the while 
of my own Charles, who, I still have 
g00d hopes, will be found. I thank 
you for your sympathy and at the 
same time all the Americans for what 
they have done and are doing to help 
find my son.” 


Warns of the City. 


As I turned to go she clutched my 
arm and said: 

“Monsieur, I am told Le Petit Ameri- 
cain will fly over Paris. Well, then, 
can not you tell him for me that 
Charles thinks flying over a city is 
the most dangerous of all, there is so 
much to look at.” 

Consul Wesley Frost at Marseilles to- 
night carried Lindbergh’s respects to 
Capt. Coli’s mother, father and chil- 
dren. The note said: 

“If possible, I would like to go to 
Marseilles and express my heartfelt 
homage to your intrepid son, whose 
name is written large jn the annals of 
aviation.” 

Lindberg’s mail contains 3,000 tele- 
grams, among which are 200 signed 
“Lindbergh.” 

“I never knew I had so many rela- 
tives,” he grinned.

Shoe boxes in mountainous array 
were placed at his feet. He had to try 
on 12 pair of shoes before he found 
any that would fit. Seemingly there 
is something different in the contours 
of the feet cultivated-in: Paris from 
those grown in ‘the Middle West. 
The first pair that happened to fit 
were of a hue which is known out in 
St. Louis as “high yaller,” but Lind- 
bergh decided to take them, for there 
was little time to waste in trying to 
find a calmer color. 
The’ first of **e new Parisian suits 
he elected to wear was a double- 
breasted gray one. It didn’t fit him 
perfectly, but it was better looking 
than the borrowed one, which had 
been hanging loosely about his slim 
body the past two days. A white 
starched collar gave a background to a 
gray silk tie, one of many brought to 
the embassy for his selection. 

When he had dressed thus becom- 
ingly, the young aviator went down- 
stairs to breakfast with his guardian 
angel, Ambassador Herrick, They sat 
in a sunlit room that looked vpon 
the embasy’s private garden, fragrant 
with flowers. Not far away the aviator 
could see Eiffel Tower, tall and gaunt 
against the cloudless morning sky. He 
has been asked whether he intended 
to go up Eiffel Tower, and his reply 
was: “I suppose so. I have already 
flown over it.” 


Banker Offers Aid. 


While he ate his bacon and eggs, a 
great many other men who had par- 
taken only of the French little break- 
fast of coffee, with hot milk and a 
bit of bread, began arriving at the 
embassy. There was Theodore Rous- 
seau, American banker in Paris, come 
to help “the boy,” with amazing moun- 
tains of congratulations and proneel - 
tions” that have flooded in on him 
every hour, every moment almost, since 
that instant when his silvery ship of 
the air slid down upon the green grass 
of Le Bourget. 

There was “the American reception 
committee of the National Aeronauti- 
cal Association of America,” a group of 
Americans resident in Paris who in- 
tended to be the first to greet Lind- 
bergh when he landed Saturday night. 

Then there was the reception com- 
mittee from the International League 
of Aviators, headed by Clifford B. Har- 
mon. They, too, had to wait. Both of 
these committees had arranged ac- 
commodations for Car‘. Lindberg’ in 


the impulse of a thrilling moment, de- 
cided that nothing less than the coun- 
try’s embassy was a fitting shelter for 
the hero of the air. 

Breakfast over, Lindbergh went into 
the room where these committees were 
waiting and shook everyone’s hand, and 
with seeming timidity thanked them 
one and all for their kindness. The 
ambassador did not leave his side for 
a moment. 

“The Kid,” as Paris insists on calling 
him, looked fine after a night’s sleep 
had wiped away the lines that had 
begun to show beneath his eyes yester- 
day evening at the end of a difficult 
day of being honored in high places. 
The committees disposed of, Lindbergh 
talked with the newspaper men for a 
few minutes, but there was nothing 
new to add to what he told them the 
night before. 

Under the sheltering : arm of the am- 
bassador, the slim, smiling youth went 
back upstairs. He, the ambassador and 
Mr. Rousseau prepared answers for some 
of the most important of the thousands 
of messages of congratulation—for 
many of them were from kings, presi- 
dents and others too important to be 
ignored, even in such busy times as 
Lindbergh is undergoing. 


Crowd Waits Outside. 


Outside the embassy the crowd of 
patient French folk began to grow into 
hundreds, thousands, all waiting for a 
glimpse of the genius who had jumped 
the Atlantic alone. The midday recess 
brought many school children and 
workers, all willing to miss lunch in 
order to let their eyes look upon the 
youth whom they had heard and read 
so, much about these last few days. 

A little past noon the harrassed, but 
happy hero, walked out on the baicony 
for the sixth or seventh time since 
Sunday, merely to show himself to the 
crowds collected outside the embassy 
gates. A few minutes later he got into 
Mr. Herrick’s car to go to the American 
Club luncheon to be among his own 
countrymen for at least a little while 
before the French government once 
more began to shower honors upon him. 

Great crowds were outside the Ameri- 
can Club as the car speeded through 
a lane flanked by Republican Guards 
resplendent in uniforms and gleaming 
helmets. Most of the 400 guests were 
already seated. The corridors were 
packed with others who had to be con- 
tent with the hope of a quick close-up 
view of Lindbergh. 

The luncheon had begun when Gen. 
Gouraud, military governor of Paris, 
arrived to take his place on the dais 
next to the aviator. Limping to his 
place, the general was seen by the 
flier a few minutes before the two 
came face to face. 

Capt. Lindbergh arose and Gen.

Plane in Honor Post.. 

While Lindbergh was among his, 
countrymen, his. monoplane held a 
place of honor at a luncheon attended 
by President Doumergue in one of the 
hangars at Le Bourget. It was_a lunch- 
eon given for the presidents of French 
chambers of commerce at which 350 
persons were present. 

The Spirit of St. Louis stood just 
behind the seats of honor; it was dec- 
orated with the French and American 
flags. Every speaker mentioned the 
young American pilot. M. Doumergue, 
pointing at the plane, said, “There is 
the future of aviation.” 

When the luncheon was over Presi- 
dent Doumergue inspected the plane, 
taking a lingering look in the inclosed 
cabin where the aviator had sat with- 
out leaving his little wicker chair. for 
3344 hours. French aviators told the 
president what all the instruments were 
for. 

Not far away was a smaller plane of 
the type of that in which Bleriot first 
crossed the channek M: Doumergue had 
gone back to Paris when Capt. Lind- 
bergh arrived at Le Bourget shortly 
before 5 o’clock. A whole regiment of 
aviators was drawn up at attention as 
the automobile rolled onto the field; 
and the bands began to play the classic 
calls to arms of the French army—‘To 
the Flag” and “To the Fields.” 


Must “Work on Ship.” 


Thus were accorded to the American 
bitdman more of the honors usually 
reserved for chiefs of state, marshalls 
and high generals.

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Selection of Plane. and of 
Motor Matter of Much 
Thought, He Says. 


Paris, May 24 (By A. P.).—Telling of 
his New York to Paris flight in a speech 
at the luncheon given in his honor to- 
day by the American Club of Paris. 
Capt. Lindbergh said: 

“Gentlemen, 1. am not going tod.ex- 
press my appreciation of the reception 
I have had here from Paris and the 
French. I would be unable to do so in 
words. But I will tell you a little about 
the flight from New York. and 1 be- 
lieve you will be more interested in 
that than anything I°can say, because 
I am not used to public speaking. 

“We first considered this project fas' 
fall in St. Louis. We had one of the 
most successful air races there that 
ee ever been made, so we decided to 

rganize a flight, and at that time the 

Atlantic flight from New York to Paris 
seemed to be the greatest achievement 
we could consider—although there are 
other ‘projects that would be greater— 
also because a flight from New York te 
Paris meant a good deal to us. 

“There is no other country after 
America in which we would rather land 
than France, and I believe the name 
of the plane itself, Spirit ‘of St. Louis, 
was meant to convey a certain meaning 
to the people of France. I hope it has. 


Single Motor Chosen. 


“There was a good deal of considera- 
tion of the type of plane to be used 
in the flight, but the’ single-motored 
was considered the best. And the 
reascn for not carrying an observer was 
that we could carry more gasoline with- 
out one It was impossible to miss the 
coastline of Europe, but we might have 
missed the coast of France by a few 
hundred miles if we had not carried 
enough fuel. 

“The order for the plane was placed 
in San Diego. The motor of this plane 
is, I consider, one of the best types 
made in America. The record of the 
Wright motors is greater than that of 
any other type. 

“After visiting San Diego, 1 awaited 
favorable weather conditions in the 
United States to make the flight to 
New York. It was during that time 
that the immortal Frenchmen, Nun- 
gesser and Coli, left France, and, as I 
have said before, on a much greater 
flight from France to America, because 
they were knowingly going into greater 
difficulties on account of wind and 
weather than from America to France. 

Tied Up Four Days. 

“Unfortunately, they probably met 
on the. western coast with .as bad 
weather conditions as ever existed. 

“For four days I was tied up in San 
Diego awaiting clearer weather to go 
to New York. Finally we left San Diego 
ome evening, flying over the moun- 
tains during the night, and arrived in 
St. Louis. Then from St. Louis we 
went to New York. 

“In New York we were again delayed 
by weather conditions, and it was neces- 
sary to check the motor and plane, but 
nothing beyond inspection was done 
either to the motor or the plane. 

“The machine had already done 6,200 
miles—over 61 hours. I1 think this 
demonstrates the reliability of the com- 
mercial motor of today and demon- 
strates also the reliability of planes of 
modern construction. 

“We finally decided to leave New 
York, upon receiving fairly good 
weather reports, and after working on 
the plane and making ready for the 
flight, we left New York at 7:52 in 
the morning (Friday, May 20.) (Lind- 
bergh habitually refers to himself and 
his plane as “‘we.’’) 

“Weather conditions were satisfactory 
over Newfoundland, but after leaving 
the coast it was necessary to fly over 
10,000 feet high because of sleet. 


Saw Large Ice Floes. 


“Then at night we flew over 8,000 
to 10,000 feet, but in the day time 
we plowed through the fog. We finally 
picked up a course definitely about 
three miles north of the point on the 
west coast of Ireland which we had 
hoped to reach. 

“I want to say that the fact that 
we came within three miles of ‘that 
point was an accident. Had it been 25 
miles, it might have been navigation 

“During the entire trip, I°’saw no 
ship at any time. The first trace of a 
human being was a small fishing boat, 
probably 50 miles from Ireland. Sev- 
eral hours after leaving Newfoundland 
I saw the lights of one boat. There 
were large ice fields. 

“My time is very short now and 1! 
believe I will be unable to tell you 
more of my flight at present. I hope 
I haven’t taken up too much of your 
time as it is.”

Lufthansa, or German Aerial League;

On 
his return home a reception here, put- 
ting to shame welcomes given kings 
queens and heroes of other days, will 
be given him.

George Vaughn, flight com- 
mander at Miller Field, Staten Island. 

If all the banquets being planned 
materialize, the hero of the air will be 
threatened with incurable indigestion.

After New York has said its enthusi- 
astic ‘“‘well done,” the captain will 
turn his thoughts and steps toward St.

BODY SHIFTED TO HIDE 
CRIME, IT 1S BELIEVED 


Kin of Man Found Hanged on 
Tree Hold He Was Slain 
by Swindlers.

San Francisco, May 24 (By A. P.).—

Instead of drawing up its report, the 
committee was said to have adopted a 
plan by Dr. William Chalmers Covert} 
general secretary, urging that a “cam- 
paign of education” be conducted be- 
fore the question is put to the as- 
sembly. Inasmuch as the committee 
met in executive session the report 
could not be verified. 


No Serious Clashes. 


. The committee recommending the 
change was said to be headed by Dr. 
Clarence Macartney, of Philadelphia. 

Clergy and laymen here to attend the 
general assembly, opening Thursday, 
said they anticipated no dangerous ar- 
guments during the gathering. They 
expressed belief that, though there 
would undoubtedly be tiffs over cer- 
tain issues, these would be nothing se- 
rious, or affecting church creeds. 

One of the points on which there 
was expected to be dissension concerned 
the Princeton Seminary report, made 
by a special ‘committee which investi- 
gated conditions at the school.

The threat of Mrs. Chaplin’s attor- 
neys followed a skirmish earlier in the 
day in the offices of Loyd Wright, 
Chaplin’s attorney, where Mrs. Chaplin 
had appeared under subpena to make 
the deposition d@émanded by her hus- 
band’s counsel. The taking of the 
deposition: was postponed one week 
and in the meantime the presiding 
judge of the superior court will be 
asked to settle the question of whether 
the presence of newspaper men would 
be permitted when Mrs. Chaplin makes 
her statement. 

This was the issue upon which the 
rival legal forces squabbled today, the 
comedian’s attorneys demanding a 
closed session and Mrs. Chaplin’s coun- 
sel vigorously fighting for a public 
hearing.

Boston, May 24 (By A. P.).—Gov. 
Alvan T. Fuller in a letter to the Sac- 
co-Vanzetti defense committee made 
public today made his first definite 
statement that he would not grant 
the repeated requests for appointment 
of a special commission..to review the 
cases of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti, radicals, whose conviction of 
murder and sentence to death has 
raised protests throughout the world. 

The governor indicated that since 
he could not delegate his authority, 
which now is the, sole thing standing 
between the two men and death in 
‘the electric chair in July, he consider- 
ed himself entirely free to choose his 
own method of investigation. 

The defense committee had writ- 
ten him on April 11 and again on May 
20, urging that he appoint a com- 
mission to investigate the whole his- 
tory of the case since the murder of 
&.paymaster and his guard in South 
Braintree seven years ago. 

Gcv. Fuller’s note in reply read: “I 
assume that you know that the gov- 
ernor can not delegate his authority 
in this matter and that the law pro- 
vides that the decision must be made 
by him. It therefore seems reasonable 
that he should. choose the method of 
investigation. . 

“I will provide an opportunity for 
an interview for you at a later date.” 

The condemned men have no further 
recourss in the courts of this State. 
The governor, however, has the right 
of pardon or of commutation of sen- 
tence. Since the death sentence was 
pronounced every mail has brought 
him scores of petitions, letters, cables 
and telegrams, some asking investiga- 
tion, some demanding full liberty for 
the men and some urging noninterfer- 
ence with the course of the courts. 
Thesé communications have reached a 
total well up in the thousands. 

While it has been commonly known 
that the governor, assisted by the 
lieutenant governor and his personal 
attorney, has been devoting long days 
to interviewing witnesses, attorneys 
and others who have been connected 
with investigations or trials of the 
case, the governor until today had 
given no direct. intimation to sub- 
stantiate the common belief that his 
decision would be based on his own 
investigation.

A second request for reading of the 
testimony of A. F. Wagner, county 
autopsy surgeon, indicated that the 
jurors were split on the question of the 
direct cause of Raymond’s death. 

The county autopsy surgeon testified

In the group was Mrs. Mart T. Nor- 
ton, New Jersey, representative in 
Congress; Miss Florence E. Allen, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, first woman to occupy a 
State Supreme Court bench; Mrs. Flor- 
ence Knapp, New ‘York, first woman 
secretary of State; Miss Dorothy Cun- 
ningham, Martinsville, Ind., first wom- 
an road contractor and a national Re- 
publican committee woman; Mrs. Ida 
B. Wise Smith, Des Moines, a vice pres- 
ident of the Womens Christian Tem- 
perance Union and a minister of the 
Church of Christ, and Mrs. Margaret 
Kelly Cable, Grand Forks, N. Dak., 
teacher in the School of Mines. 

Tonight the “famous women” shared 
honors with Finnish groups which 
united in presenting a program of cos- 
tume folk dances and music of their 
native Finland.

Wage Cut Accepted

‘Rome, May 24 (E (By A. P.).—An 18 per 
cent wage reduction, applicable in 
gradual stages between June 1 and May 
$1, 1928, has been accepted by the fas- 
cist federation of land, transportation 
and internal navigation workers in be- 
half of its membership. 

During June, wages will be cut 4% 
per cent, during July 1 per cent, and 
in each of the subsequent months, 14 
per cent. Transportation rates will be 
cut by approximately , the same 
amounts. The wage reduction is for 
the benefit of improved national 
economy.

Bride, 30, Used to Hurl 
Rocks at Him in Fun, 


He Declares. 


Lynchburg, Va., May 24 (By A. P.).— 
Charles H. Hendricks, who is between 
80 and 85 years old, was today indicted 
by the grand jury in Nelson County 
on a charge of shooting and killing his 
wife, Ora Fitzgerald Hendricks, 33, on 
April 29. The case was set for trial 
next Friday. 

Tears flowed down the aged man’s 
face as he denied he intended to hurt 
his young wife. “I had ‘promised to 
take care of her,” he said, “and I 
wouldn’t have hurt her.

The expedition is to remain in the 
desert belt of Central Asia for about 
two years, carrying on meteorological 
research, as well as excavations: among 
the ancient ruined cities buried in the 
sand.

oil output climbed 818 barrels higher 
in the week ended May 21, the Oil 
and Gas Journal said today. Average 
daily production for the Nation for 
the week was given as 2,486,361 barrels. 
All the principal producing areas, 
with the exception of those in Cali- 
fornia, showed substantial daily average 
increases, the journal said. California 
reported a decline of 10,500 barrels.

BRITAIN BREAKS WITH RUSSIA. 


Prime Minister Baldwin announced to 
the House of Commons yesterday that, 
subject to its approval, he’ would break 
diplomatic relations with the Russian 
Soviet government tomorrow and_ter- 
minate the trade agreement with the 
soviet. The approval of the house is a 
foregone conclusion. ; 

This break between Great Britain and 
Soviet Russia is one of the most gratify- 
ing developments of recent months. It 
points the way for similar action by 
France and other continental countries, 
and marks the turning point of commu- 
nist propaganda in all countries. From 
this time forth this propaganda will be 
carried on under heavy handicaps instead 
of receiving the unwitting assistance of 
the very governments that have been 
attacked. 

Soviet House, in London, was found to 
be a focus for communist propaganda in 
North and South America as well as 
within the British Empire. The ad- 
dresses of persons in America, Canada, 
Mexico and other countries in this hemi- 
sphere were discovered, The govern- 
ments concerned will doubtless be made 
aware of the identity of these secret 
agents and their round-up and -punish- 
ment or expulsion may be expected. The 
evidence of military espionage in various 
countries reveals that the Soviet has been 
ealculating the outcome of a test of the 
red army’s strength at an opportune 
time. That an attack upon Poland or 
Roumania is contemplated by the Soviet 
is firmly believed in Europe. Documents 
deeply involving the Soviet in Chinese 
affairs were also discovered. The reti- 
eence of the British government in re- 
gard to its discoveries, followed by the 
break in relations, clearly indicates that 
the raid on Soviet House yielded up im- 
portant secrets of the communist world 
conspiracy. 

- The British government has paid 
dearly for Ramsay MacDonald’s and 
Lloyd George’s flirtation with the reds. 
The direct cost to Britain of its blunder 
in giving hospitality to Russian com- 
munist agents is not easy to calculate, 
but it must run into hundreds of millions 
of dollars in the shape of labor troubles, 
disaffection and loss through strikes. 
British labor and capital have had their 
relations embittered to the verge of war. 
The government has paid out scores of 
millions which would not have been ex- 
pended but for communist intrigue. If 
all the facts could be exposed it would be 
found without doubt that the general 
strike was caused by the communists, 
and the coal strike was unnecessarily 
prolonged by the same influence. These 
Sti paralyzed British manufacturing 
and ‘shipping and threw hundreds of 
| thousands of men out of work. 

By maintaining an embassy in London 
the Soviet has found it easy to carry on 
subversive work throughout the British 
Empire. India, Egypt, Australia, Can- 
ada, New Zealand and Malaya have been 
fields of exploitation, besides anti-British 
agitations in China and elsewhere. After 
the exposure and expulsion of Martens, 
the Soviet “ambassador” to the United 
States, it was a marvel to Americans that 
the British government should enter into 
diplomatic relations with its enemy in 
Russia. But it was the theory of Lloyd 
“George and MacDonald that the com- 
munists.were deluded enthusiasts, rather 
_ than cunning criminals, and that Britain 
- ould gain important trade advantages 
- ‘by clasping hands with them. Finally,

In the 
midst of adulation and in spite of scheming 
promoters Lindbergh remains a modest and 
sensible lad. He is not dazzled by the offers 
of quick fortunes to be made by meretricious 
means and the deluge of compliments does not 
affect him. 

Ambassador’ Herrick has been a good friend 
to Lindbergh at the critical moment. His 
counsel and tact are most valuable and Lind- 
bergh .manifests his good sense by relying 
upon the ambassador. 
‘After a flight or two and a glimpse of 
famous cities Lindbergh will turn homeward. 
The fervor of his reception abroad will be 
eclipsed by the warmth of his welcome home. 
The reception should be well planned, so that 
it will be suitable to the man and the occasion. 
No doubt New York will be the place. ' The 
city will make a historic holiday when Lind- 
bergh steps ashore and the swarming millions 
of the metropolis will furnish the mighty 
chorus of a memorable scene. 

De Pinedo’s unfortunate fall on the flight to 
the Azores emphasizes the marvelous charac- 
ter of Lindbergh’s achievement. It was noth- 
ing short of miraculous. The more it is con- 
templated, the more vividly is one impressed 
by Lindbergh’s lion-hearted courage and for- 
tunate skill. He flew as an eagle might fly, 
by instinct, but with sublime confidence in his 
powers. The feat does not seem to him to be 
great, because he is great himself.

A FORMULA FOR MAKING GOLD. 


Jollivet. Castelot, of Douai, France, claims 
to have discovered the famed philosopher’s 
stone with which it is possible to transmute 
base metals into gold. Furthermore, he says 
that the process ts commercially practicable 
and profitable. All that he needs is six grams 
of silver, two of sulphur of antimony, one of 
orpiment and one of tin. All are melted to- 
gether and heated te a temperature of 1,100 
degrees Céntigrade, and the complicated secret 
process-whith follows ends in the precipitation 
of gold. ' 

There once was a time when-this alchemist 
would have had no trouble finding backers: 
willing to pour their funds into his get-rich- 
quick. scheme. There may be places _ still 
where a credulous public will believe that 
there is something in it, As a genéral. thing, 
however, the world has become cynical, and 
no longer purchases gold bricks. 

The gentleman’s formula would have seemed 
more plausible if he had not. added that be- 
sides the precipitation of gold the process re- 
turns to the user almost all of the original 
quantity of silver. This is too much. All 
that the public wants is gold.

PICKING UP. 


Echoes of the 1926 English coal strike still 
are heard in the British Isles. The interna- 
tional banking firm of J. Henry Schroder & Co., 
of London, has compiled a review of the in- 
dustrial situation from which it draws the 
conclusion that reconstruction of industrial 
efficiency is the fundamental problem facing 
England at the present time, without which no 
ingenuity on the part of statesmen or financiers 
can enable the nation to make its living in the 
world’s markets. Yet even from this point of 
view indications are held to be solidly hopeful. 

The task of repairing the damage wrought 
by the coal strike has gone steadily forward 
under able and astute management. So far 
rapid strides have been made to regain markets 
affected by the tie-up. England, as the state- 
ment points out, is a nation that lives on pro- 
duction for foreign markets. It can not, there- 
fore, afford to conduct production on obsolete 
lines or diversify it with chronic adjournments 
for a fight concerning the division of profits, 
which inevitably are lost during the course 
of the contest. Another nation is always 
hanging around the corner ready at all times 
to take advantage of any opportunity, no mat- 
ter how small, waiting to pounce on trade 
possibilities. The condition is not of interest 
only to capital, but concerns vitally every in- 
diyidual, laborer and tradesman alike. 


BEAUTIFYING THE CITY. 


In 1910, seventeen years ago, condemnation 
proceedings were begun which led to the ac- 
quisition by the Federal Government of several 
squares between Pennsylvania avenue and the 
Mall, and- bounded on the east by Fourteenth.

Treasury Department and ‘the Public Build- 
ings Commission, which assembled last Mon- 
day for the purpose of considering the design 
for the Plaza Park, as well as the general: 
subject of the acquisition. of all the lands in 
the so-called triangle, ‘which includes every- 
thing on the south side of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, between the Capitol and Fifteenth street. 
The commission is composed of some of 
the most eminent architects and landscape 
artists in the country, among them being E. H. 
Bennett, Arthur Brown, jr., Milton B. Medary, 
jr., Louis Ayers and Frederic A. Delano, to- 
gether with Louis A. Simon, superintendent vei 
the architectural division of the Office of the 
Supervising Architect of the Treasury. Nat- 
urally these gentlemen are not all of one 
mind as to the architectural features of the 
program they are to lay out. But they -are 
unanimous in the belief that the time has 
come for the creation of the City Beautiful, 
and during their sessions a comprehensive 
plan will be outlined looking to the replace- 
ment of the obsolete and dilapidated old struc- 
tures that have so long been a disgrace to the 
south side of the Avenue. 


BRAVE DE PINEDO. 


De Pinedo’s failure to make the flight to the 
Azores is a matter of general regret. His four- 
continent flight has been watched with insa- 
tiable interest throughout the world, the public 
rejoicing with the completion of each difficult 
leg of the journey. Until he reached Roose- 
velt Dam, in Arizona, his undertaking was 
uniformly successful. At that point, however, 
a cigarette carelessly flung away by a youth 
ignited the Santa Maria I, destroying it com- 
pletely. It was in a new ship, the Santa 
Maria II, that the flight from Newfoundland to 
the Azores was attempted. 

Failure on this one leg of the long journey 
does not react against the accomplishment. 
Already the Italian has flown far enough and 
over bad enough territory to make his achieve- 
ment comparable with that of Lindbergh. To 
a great aviator, De Pinedo, the public sends 
sympathy that a forced landing was necessary, 
tempered with relief that no harm came-either 
to himself or his companion. 


GRADING FOOD. 


As announced in The Post a few weeks ago, 
the Bureau of Animal Industry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has undertaken the task 
of aiding the consumer to secure exactly what 
he calls for in the way of meats. .-Whilea the 
inspectors are not authorized to grade all 
meats that pass before them for inspection, 
they do grade all that the slaughterer.submits 
for grading. Furthermore, in the matter of 
beef carcasses all graded stock is marked. in 
such manner that the buyer can readily see 
for himself whether the loin from which his 
steak is cut or the forequarter from which he 
may desire a roast is prime, choice or com- 
mon. 

The results of this new departure have been 
extremely satisfactory. More than 500,000. 
pounds were graded and stamped by repre- 
sentatives of the bureau in six establishments 
during the first two weeks of the service, which 
was inaugurated at the béginning of the month. 
Only the two highest grades, which are 
“prime” and “choice,” are stamped on the 
graded meats, but .consumers wishing to buy 


to demand an exhibit of the grade mark to 
be certain that poorer meats are not passed 
overto them. 

The housewives of Washington, who buy 
only the best, when they can get the best, will 
be able to fill their needs from now on, as the 
first government-graded meats are just be- 
ginning to arrive from the packer’s warehouses. 

In the meantime the Department of Agri- 
culture is about to extend the grading service 
to butter and eggs, which service has been 
requested by owners of chain stores and large 
dealers generally. Government-graded 
“strictly fresh” eggs in the near future will 
be available to buyers,:and butter of ‘‘Grade 
A, score 93 or higher” will mean something 
more than those marks on the cartons have 
ever meant in the past. 

The grading and inspection fad is extending. 
Before long the dealer in inferior stock will 
find difficulty in disposing of his holdings, as 
the housewife will demand the proof that 
Uncle Sam has examined and graded every 
article.of food. | 


PRODUCE AGENCY LAW. 


In response to a demand by growers and 
shippers of farm produce, the last Congress en- 
acted a law making it a misdemeanor for any 
agent receiving perishable farm produce in in- 
terstate commerce to dump, abandon or de- 
3troy the products so received without good and 
sufficient cause; and making it a misdemeanor 
for any one receiving such products, to fail to 
account therefor, or to make any false state- 
ment concerning the handling or condition or 
quality, sale and disposition of the same. 

It is well known that in nearly all city mar- 
kets there is a surplus of many. kinds of food 
products, especially of perishable farm prod- 
ucts, that goes to waste or disappears mysteri- 
ously, or is intentionally dumped or destroyed 
for the purpose of increasfng or holding up 
the price. 

The main purpose of the act is to protect 
the grower or producer as well as the re- 
ceiver, and it applies to commission merchants, 
distributors, brokers and others whenever they 
receive produce in interstate commerce, to be 
handled for or in behalf of another. These 
parties may protect themselves by obtaining a 
certificate whenever produce is without com- 
mercial value, and which must be dumped or 
abandoned. 3 

The act is to be administered by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics. It provides a 
method whereby the receiver may be relieved 
of any suspicion of intentional destruction or 
dumping of farm products, and whereby the 
shipper or. producer may receive assurance 
that whatever destruction or dumping of farm 
produce takes place is necessary and justified. 

How much the alleged: practice of holding 
back or destroying farm produce may con-

of the candidates in any campaign will be men who have failed in 
their private affairs. — 

And while the most enlightened districts offer some able men for 
service, considerably more than half oftheir candidates fall within 
these three classes; men who have madé their fortune and now desire 
public honor without great labor; men who have axes to grind at 
public expense, and men who find in politics a last resort for the unfit. 

The voter never is permitted to choose between the two ablest men 


| in his district;. usually he must choose between two incompetents. 


It is inevitable that many incompetent men should get into office, 
and when these are wasteful, tyrannical and foolish, as they commonly 
are, it is equally inevitable that complaint should be prompt and general. 

Some of. the complaint comes from men who could do no better 
and these have a right to complain; but much of it comes from shrewd 
and able men, and these are not impressive in the role of critic. 

For if you should approach any one of a thousand of these and 
suggest that he offer for public service, he would answer with some 
heat: “I can’t waste my time on such matters. Why should I sacrifice 
my business and my income to hold a two-by-four job that wouldn’t 
pay my cigar bill? 
compete with the tadpoles who try for these offices.” ; 

That is the way most of the big fellows feel. Their private jobs 
seem more respectable than the smaller public jobs. And if men big 


enough for them, what can you expect in the way of cempetent govern- 
ment? 

Critics and wags have hounded the officeholder until the office itself 
seems to have lost dignity. 

Escape from the folly of small men in places of power must wait 
upon a more general respect for decent public’ service.

PRINCE DENIED “ALIMONY” 


Paris, May 24 (By A. P,) <-k decree of 
divorce was granted today to the Prin- 
cess Galatzine, formerly Aimee 
California heiress. 

The court upheld iigenitinlle i her con- 
tention that Prince Mistislav Gala 


tained 
intimate relations with other women. 

The prince, against whom the find- 
ings of the court ran throughout, must 
pay the entire costes of the suit; and 
will not receive the $125 a month “ali- 
mony” which he claimed. 

Al this sum was stipulated in 


a letter from the princess which was| 


admitted as a sort of marriage settle- 
ment and which was read during the 
hearing of the suit, the court held-that 
he had deceived his wife and therefore 
had lost all right to what otherwise 
could not, under the terms of the con- 
tract, be denied him. 


The five-times married Aimee 
Crocker petitioned for a divorce from 
the youthful Russian nobleman on 
grounds of infidelity and abandon- 
ment. - 

The prince opposed the suit, charg- 
ing that’ the marriage was a purely 
commercial one, animated by the Amer- 
ican woman’s desire to become’ a 
princess. The prince said he. married 
for a financial settlement and on con- 
dition that the union be one In name 
only. His counsel. read a letter: in 
court, purporting to have been written 
by the wife, asserting that she “hired 
the services” of Prince Galatzine as a 
commercial transaction. 

“ consent to pay you,” the letter 
continued, “during. both our existences, 
$250, but if there is a divorce I will pay 
you only $125 monthly during your 
lifetime.” 

All of Aimee Crocker’s five marriages 
now have ended in divorce. Her hus- 
bands have been Porter Ashe, Harry 
Gillic, Jackson Gouraud, Prince Misin- 
koff and Prince Galatzine.

_. New: York, May 24—On the basis of 
partially completed. returns from a 
questionnaire sent to 7,000 Protestant 
Episcopal churchmen, the church tem- 
perance society will publicly indorse 
the stand recently taken by the Ameri- 
can Medical Association that doctors 
should be allowed to prescribe whisky 
unrestrictedly, it was learned today. 
The returns so far indicate that a large 
majority of the Episcopal clergy is in 
favor of modification of the law, ac- 
cording to the society. 

A resolution adopted. by the society 
last night supports the stand taken by 
the medical association’ and states that 
most al churchmen feel the 
oo ae law has done more harm 

han good, according to a member of 
ee organization. This member, who 
refuses to be quoted, said that minis- 
ters generally felt prohibition had in- 
duced increased drinking among the 
younger generation. At present the 
resolution is in the hands of an ex- 
ecutive committee headed by the Rev. 
Charles A, Livingston, of Setauket, L. I. 

Bishop William T.. Manning, of the 
New York diocese, declared in Febru- 
ary, 1926, that the society had no au- 


thority to speak for the -Protestant 
Episcopal Church.

court. Shields had been found guilty 
of bribing Mrs. Della. M. Evans, former 
stenographer in the ‘prohibition: unit, 
to furnish him with confidential infor- 
maton concerning investigations of 
Pennsylvania breweries. 

The two counts in the indictment on 
which Shields was found guilty cover 
$300 in bribery money. The penalty for 
bribery is a fine of not more than three 
times the amount of the bribe and im- 
prisonment of not. more than three 
years on each count. It is highly prob- 
able that counsel for Shields will ap- 
peal. Assistant District Attorney John 
Fihelly prosecuted Shields and opposed 
the motion for a new trial.

Answer—It is too bad that you did 
not tell me your height, for, without 
knowing that, I am afraid that I can 
not judge whether or not your weight 
is right. If you are rather short—say 
about 5 feet 2 inches—than you are 
not underweight. If you need to gain 
more in general weight, then general 
methods for doing this would probably 
result in better proportions for your 
legs. Don’t try to make your legs too 
plump—siender legs and slim ankles 
are decided points of beauty. To de- 
velop yourself to the correct propor- 
tions and also to gain in grace and good 
posture, exercise is invaluable. You 
ought to concentrate on floor exercises 
in which the legs are well brought into 
play, and on kicking movements. The 
bicycle exercise and the pendulum 
would both be excellent for you.

LATEST U. 8S. BULLETIN ON 
MALNUTRITION. 


Ts children’s bureau of the United 


States Department of Labor has 

revised their bulletin entitled, 
“What is Malnutrition?” bringing it. up 
to 1927 knowledge. When Miss Roberts 
wrote. this bulletin and the bureau is- 
sued it nearly eight years ago, the word 
nutrition referred to height and weight 
and not much else. In the intervening 
eight years the word has been broad- 
ened until it includes much besides eat- 
ing of food, digesting. it and converting 
it into fiesh and bone. ' 

In this present bulletin Miss Roberts 
begins by describing a healthy, well- 
nourished child as follows. “A healthy, 
well-nourished child measures up to ra- 
cial and family standards for his age in 
height and weight. He has good color, 
bright eyes—without biue circles or 


dark hollows under them—and smooth, 
glossy -hair. His posture is good, his 


'step elastic; his flesh firm, and his 


Jauscles well developed. He is usually 
happy and good-natured and he is full 
of life and animal spirits. His sleep is 
sound, his appetite and digestion are 
good, and his bowels are regular. He is, 
in short, what nature meant him to be 
vefore anything else—a healthy, happy. 
young animal.” 


In contrast she describes an un- 
healthy, poorly nourished child as. fol- 
lows. A poorly nourished child lacks 
several of these characteristics of a well- 
uourished child—or all of them—de- 
vending on the degree of malnourish- 
wnent. He is usually thin, but he may 
ve fat and flabby. His skin may have a 
pale, delicate, waxlike look, or i; may be 
sallow, muddy, even pasty or earthy. 
Usually’blue circles or dark hollows are 
under his eyes, and the membrane in- 
side his eyelid is pale and colorless. His 
hair may be rough like that of a poorly 
cared for farm animal, his tongue coat- 
éd atid his bowels constipated. His 
skin seems loose, his flesh is flabby and 
his muscles are undeveloped. 

“Because of lack of muscular tone his 
shoulders are usually rounded, the 
shoulder blades sometimes standing out 
to such an. extent as to produce the de- 
formity known as “wings;” his chest 
is flat and nafrow; his abdomén pro- 
trudes. His teeth may be decayed and 
he may have enlarged or diseased ton- 
siis and adenoids. 


“The animal spirits natural to all 
healthy young are likely to be lacking 
in the malnourished child; he may be 
listless at play and work, not caring to 
romp and play like other children; he 
is likely to tire easily, and he may be 
regarded as lazy. He is likely to lack 
mental vigor also, to have little power 
of concentration and attention, and to 
lack the natural inquisitiveness and 
m*ntal alertness of a child. He may be 
nervous, restless and fidgety, and he 
will probably sleep lightly and be fin- 
icky about his food.” 

This picturé includes much more 
than nutrition as we once thought of 
it, but then nutrition is far-reaching 
in régistering in a child. As I read the 
description my mind went back to the 
¢ld days on the farm—when we found

Millwick, N ever “Eidaded, 
Wins Race by 6 F erioiike 


Sure Thing Riess First and Last at Belmont 


Despite McAtee’s Poor Ride—Is 
Neglected in Betting. 


By WESTBROOK PEGLER. 


EW YORK, May 24.—The horse 
that a thousand touts have tout- 
ed, the horse that positively could 

not lose, came ambling home ahead in 
the fourth race at Belmont Park this 
afternoon, a winner without a shilling 
on his nose. Millwick, a 65-year-old 
steed, the lone, last survivor of a field 
of thirteen original entrants after 
twelve scratches, solemnly paraded to 
the post behind the lead pony, broke 
ahead of his field, dominated the race 
all the way down the 6 furlongs of the 
diagonal straightaway across the in- 
field and won, pulled up. He never 
was headed. 

Millwick’s price was nothing to noth- 
ing, out and out, and as the pack broke 
at the snap of the webbing a few cau- 
tious speculators of the type of Mr. 
Chicago O’Brien, who always calculates 
to bet them “way up the arm,” were 
still endeavoring to place a few brass 


bets on Millwick to show. That is the: 


way gambling fever gets the boys. New 
York bookmakers are notoriously con- 
servative. They laid no price on Mill- 
wick even to win. 


One of the spectators was in- 
clined to find fault with the way 
Pony McAtee, the boy who rode 
Whiskery home ahead in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, took chances on Mill- 
wick in this race, as the favorite 
seemed to be loafing, and the boy 
appeared to be merely out for a 
horseback ride. 


The other spectators said it made no 
difference how a boy rode a horse that 


couldn’t lose, and for a fact McAtee 
might have ridden side saddle or led 
his mount home by the tail without 
any risk of losing the race. It was a 
nt cold and soggy day at Belmont 


Of course a one-horse race is some- 
thing of a jest and there were wise 
cracks and jokes about the chart after 
the struggle was over, some claming 
that Millwick led by no more than a 
head at the fifth furlong and was never 
out of danger even alone. 

But when Millwick came up to the 
judges’ stand amid the cheers of the 
spectators he paid his owner just $595, 
which doubtless is a matter for airy 
badinage to the Whitneys and the 
Wideners, but no such thing to a 
trainer who has to keep a sickle in the 
barn and cut his own feed along the 
roadside. They say there are trainers 
‘as poor as that. 


The horse that can’t be beaten 
is a very rare animal, no question, 
but not hitherto unknown, for the 
great old Exterminator won the 
Saratoga cup alone in 1921, when 
the rest of the field was scratched, 
and Man o’ War won from himself 
in New. York in his big year. 


But the strangest case of all recalled 
-by the horse experts at Belmont today 
was that of a man named Hedrick, who 
entered a plater in a race at Saratoga 
in 1912 in order to be able to make a 
claim on another horse in the race, and 
finally. saw his plug go it alone, when 
all the others, including the one he 
wanted to claim, were scratched.

Commission, recommending the turn- 
over yesterday to the District Commis- 
sioners. 


This is a step in a program whereby 


aii thoroughfares in District parkways 
may be transferred from the jurisdic- 
tion of the District Commissioners to 
that of the office of Public Buildings 
and Public Parks. The thoroughfares 
involved in the proposed transfer are 
Broad Branch road, Tilden street and 
Klingle road. 

Such a program will be necessitated 
éventually, i* is believed, because nu- 
merous future parkways are now 
traversed by projected streets, and 
while these have not yet materialized 
their realization would mean intersec- 
tion of parkways by regularly laid 
streets, preventing opportunity of es- 
tablishing winding roads or artistic 
scenic driveways through future park 
areas. 

Clear Path Seen. 


No difficulties are anticipated by 
park and planning commission officials 
regarding such trr.sfers now or in the 
future. 

The coordinating committee is devot- 
ing considerable time to study of sev- 
erel changes in the highway plan with 
a view to recommending their adoption 
by the District Commissioners. 

First among these is a proposal to 
eliminate Montello avenue northeast, 
north of Mount Olivet road, and ef- 
fect certain slight changes in the align- 
ment of Savannah street southeast, 
hetween Congress. Heights and Penn- 
sylvania avenue, in order to provide a 
through street paralleling Alabama ave- 
nue. 

Idaho Avenue Changes. 


Changes in Idaho avenue in the vi- 
cinity of the Bureau of Standards; in 
Fifteenth street and Montana avenue 
northeast, and in the vicinity of Fort 
Totten, northeast of the Soldiers’ Home, 
are also under consideration. 

Development of a section of Belmont 
road east of Connecticut avenue was 
approved by the committee, so that it 
may be thrown open to traffic. Com- 
mitteemen expressed the opinion, how- 
ever, that it should be a one-way 
street entering from Connecticut ave- 
nue. 

It was explained that the District 
Highway Department will cooperate. in 
development of this section by round- 
ing the corners of Ashmead place and 
Belmont road.

WMAL TO GET NEW WAVE 
“POWER GUT 1$ ORDERED 


Outstanding Capital Change 
in Big Radio Shakeup 
Due on June 1. 


AN APPEAL IS INDICATED 


The outstanding casualty which 
Washington will suffer in the big shake- 
up in the reallocation of wave length 
and power to take place among the 
radio broadcasting stations of the 
country next June 1, will be borne by 
station WMAL, owned and operated 
by the M. A. Leese Co., which has 
been assigned a less desirable wave 
length in addition to having its power 


cut. 
The official Washington realloca- 
tions will be as follows:

Station— New. 
RC 468.5 


Although those in charge of WMAL 
declined to comment on the situation, 
it was learned that they very likely 
will ask the Federal Radio Commission 
to reconsider their case inasmuch -as 
the station had requested that their 
power. be increased to 500 watts and 
that they be given a wave length not 
lower than 275 meters. 

Their argument ‘was that station 
WRC frequently was tied up with New 
York programs and had not enough 
time available to take care of local 
features. It was said this was the case 


of the D. A. R. convention, the Knights 
of Columbus dinner and other occa- 
sions recently. Also -WMAL broadcast 
the speech of President Coolidge be- 
fore the American Medical Association 
when WRC was unable to handle it. 

Station WRHF, operated by the 
Washington Radio Hospital fund, will 
be given a better wave length but only 
on condition that it broadcast in day- 
light hours only. This will work no 
hardship, inasmuch as that is the only 
time it has been in the habit of broad- 
casting. 

While the power of WRC will be cut. 
from 1,000 to 500 watts, the cut will 
be largely theoretical inasmuch as the 
station has never used more than 750 
watts, if that. Of late it is under- 
stood to have been using only a trifle 
more than 500 watts. In limiting the 
power of WRC to 500 watts, the com- 
mission simply will be consistent with 
the new policy which will generally re-

Bell, who fears that the power plans 
will jeopardize possible developemnt 
of the valley for parks and_ scenic 
driveways. 

Saying the project had become 
known since the last meeting of the 
commission, May 9, and would not 
be considered until, its. meetings next 
mont, officials of the commission ex- 
plained yesterday that the question to 
be decided was whether the advan- 


offset the value of scenic develop- 
ment plans. 

They predicted that the commission 
would preserve the plan of scenic 
development to the point of Great 
Falls at least, and might effect a com- 
promise permitting retention of the 
projected power. plant at Great Falls 
but elimination of one above Chain 
Bridge. The power project involves 
three plants, one to be located above 
Great. Falls, which, it was explained, 
would. not affect the scenic beauty of 
the faNs, 
which would interfere to a certain 
extent with development plans in that 
locality, and a third at Harpers Ferry. 

In view of the fact that the gorge 
of the Potomac River between here 
and Great. Falls is a portion of the val- 
ley which possesses the greatest scenic 
value in immediate park and boule- 
vard developemnt plans of the com- 
mission, relocation of the Chain Bridge 
plant may assist the compromise plan, 
but opposition to the entire project is 
not improbable. 


Sees Scenery Jeopardized, 


Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, Engineer 
Commissioner, in a letter to the Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission yesterday, expressed the fear 
that granting of the recent request of 
the Potomac River Corporation fora 
permit for a hydroelectric plant near 
Great Falls might. jeopardize. plans: for 
a boulevard along the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Canal from Washington to Cum-~ 
berland. 

He asked the: commission to assume 
responsibility and press the next Con- 
gress for authority to have a legal and 
engineering survey made. Col. Bell’s 
letter said, in part: 

“T am not interested whether the 
power resources of the Potomac River 
and its tributaries be developed by the 
Government or private capital, but we 
are vitally interested in preserving the 
possibilities of parks, parkways . and 
boulevards all the way from the District 
of Columbia to the mountains. 

“I am afraid that acquisition of 
certain rights in that valley by a power 
company would jeopardize the. possi- 
bility of developing the valley in the 
proper way for our purposes. 

“We also need to protect the water 
rights for the people of the future. 
Nothing should be done at this time 
that would jeopardize the national 
interests, and the proposition to ac- 
quire the rights of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Canal and make a comprehen- 
sive engineering and legal examination 
of the whole valley shoyld be pressed 
at the next session of Congress. 

“As I am leaving here shortly, I have 
left the information I have gathered in 
t’ > hands of Maj..W. ©. R. Covell, but 
it is up to the Park and Planning 
Commission to assume the responsibility 
in this regard.”
